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ADS Approves Local Clinics 


Clinics sponsored by local clubs, individuals or other groups 
can now enjoy "approved" status with the ADS. The American 
Diving Society wishes to encourage clinics that will: 

F encourage, promote and teach safe driving practices; 

improve current driving skills; 
educate those wishing to improve their knowledge of driving 
and carriage history. 

At the last Directors meeting held in December in Philadel- 
phia, the Board established the process for approving clinics. 
Those groups or individuals wishing to host an approved clinic 
should contact the office for an application. The requirements are 
basic and simple, however they mustbe strictly followed in order 
to make the approved status meaningful. 

Clinics that are granted approval must agree to the following: 

to use only ADS approved clinicians 

to have each participant sign a hold harmless agreement; 

to list the clinic as “approved by the American Driving 
Society" when advertising the clinic; 

to pay the required fee when making application ($30.00); 

that the organizer (either club or individual) is acurrent ADS 
member; 

to make application at least 60 days prior to the clinic date. 

The ADS will provide: 

liability insurance through the ADS master policy; 

mailing labels of ADS members by state; 

score forms, dressage tests or any other material available, 
membership and other promotional handout material. 

Clinics may be organized in a variety of formats, including but 
not limited to classroom or lecture style, group instruction using 
horses and carriages, private instruction with horses and carria ges 
or any combination of these. Organizers should budget to at least 
break even financially. 

By establishing the Approved Clinic Program, the ADS will be 
able to maintain a complete roster of clinicians. In the past, most 
clinic organizers turned to the Roster of Judges and Technical 
Delegates for their instructors, however the ADS is well aware 
that many of the best instructors are not Licensed Officials. We 
hope that this list will be large, complete and diverse. 


Please encourage those able instructors to submit their appli- 
cation to be an approved clinician. 


Wanted: Clinicians 


Become part of the newly established Clinician Roster 

In order for the "Approved Clinic" program to get underway, 
we need all good clinicians to apply for "Approved" status. This 
program will replace the previously published Speakers Bureau, 
and will eliminate the use of the Judges’ and Technical Delegates 
Roster as an automatic source for instructors. 

The program is designed to be as simple and uncomplicated as 
possible for the clinician, the organizer and the ADS to put into 
effect and administer. The purpose of the program is to be able to 
offer clinics the "ADS stamp of approval" as well as the added 
benefit of insurance coverage As an ADS Approved Clinician, 
you will have the assurance of coverage under the master liability 
policy while at the clinic. 

Anyone who has an expertise in any driving related area is 
invited to join the roster. Often clubs need a speaker for their 
monthly program Topics can range from "Selecting the Right 
Driving Horse" to "Preparing for World Championship competi- 
tion". Those knowledgeable in carriage maintenance and restora- 
tion are needed as well. If you are an expert on one little thing - 
WE WANT YOU! We need you, the local clubs need you. 

The application process is simple. You may use the enclosed 
form to apply. A nominal fee of $15.00 is required for processing 
and will be due yearly to renew your status. In addition to your 
name, address, etc. you will need to list the topics you are able to 
discuss, teach or demonstrate. It will be necessary to list your 
experience as it applies to these topics. We also ask that you 
supply three or more letters of reference written by those who can 
substantiate your ability to present the topics you have listed. 

The list will be maintained by the ADS office and will be 
published regularly in The Whip. 

Clinic organizers will be making their plans and therefore it is 
extremely important to get this program rolling without delay. 
Please don't wait! 


An Explanation of ADS 
Insurance Protection 


A number of ADS members have asked for an explanation of 
the "insurance fee" which is required along with annual member- 
ship dues. 

For many years, insurance coverage for competitions, officials 
and competitors was an issue of great importance to our member- 
ship. In 1990 the Board of Directors, after much study and 
research was able to secure a policy which hopefully would 
handle all of our insurance needs. Insured under our current 
general liability policy are the following: 

The American Driving Society, 

ADS Officers and Directors, 

ADS Licensed Officials ("R" and "r"), 

Competition Organizers, volunteers, landowners and com- 
petitors at all ADS Approved Competitions. 

Landowners are also covered for bodily injury and property 
damage. The liability coverage also extends $50,000 Fire Legal 
Coverage and Host Liquor Coverage. This coverage applies 
ONLY to ADS approved competitions and sponsored activities. 
The limit of the liability is $3,000,000. 

Our premium is based on the current total membership of the 
American Driving Society. After long consideration, the Board 
of Directors determined that an assessment to all members would 
be necessary to handle the hefty premium charged for such 
coverage. Rather than bury the cost with a dues increase, the 
Board believed that this cost should be known upfront to all 
members. 

Many members who drive for pleasure with no desire to enter 
the competitive arena question these benefits. Would it not be 
more equitable to charge those who benefit? Licensed Officials 
are charged more yearly for their share of the coverage, and show 
fees increased in 1990 from $30.00 to $75.00. 

Although non competitive pleasure drivers may not feel the 
direct benefits of this coverage, indirectly the benefits are greater 
than one might imagine. 

Positive changes in safety, vehicle design, harness manufac- 
ture, training techniques, course design, etc. will most likely 
come from those who are the most active in this activity - the 
competitors, officials, course designers as well as the Officers 
and Directors of the ADS. This insurance policy will provide 
these people with the peace of mind to continue judging, design- 
ing, teaching, planning activities, and the fruits of their labor and 
success will eventually filter down and benefit all drivers. 

Many of our most popular teachers and clinicians are competi- 

tors - a case in point, the Gold Medal clinic program! 

We have been pleased with the positive support of the member- 
ship and hope that this coverage will never be needed!

On Saturday morning at 9:00 a.m. the competition resumes, In 
two areas, one for timed obstacles and the other for show, 50 
classes are scheduled. 

Local celebrities are on call to present the awards. Last year's 
presenters included actors Fess Parker, Bo Derek and Cheryl 
Ladd. General admission tickets are $10 per person for all three 
days. Spectators can also peruse the many booths of equestrian 
related items while sampling regional delicacies and wines. 

The Carriage Classic culminates on Sunday morning with a 16 
kilometer cross country timed marathon with hazards that zig- 
zag through the vineyards and around the winery. 

Bill Killingsworth, Brooks Firestone and Dick Robinson are 
once again co-chairing the Carriage Classic, an event designed to 
continue the traditional pastime and raise funds for St. Mark's 
Church in Los Olivos, CA.

Driving, by His Grace, The Duke of Beaufort, K.G. 
with contributions by other authorities 

This book is an absolute gem! If you enjoy driving and reading 
this is a book you should purchase and read before spring arrives. 
Although written in the 1880's the information contained in 
"Driving" is of great interest to modern whips a century later. 

The Duke of Beaufort has written many of the chapters but has 
also chosen "other authorities" to write on subjects such as 
choosing a horse, tandem driving, coaching and so on. The 
authors are not only knowledgeable but full of humor and wit. 
Reading about the early days of the Tandem Club will bring forth 
more than a few smiles. 

I heartily recommend this book also to the student of carriage 
history. "Modern Carriages" is a very interesting chapter recall- 
ing the gentlemen who gave their names to the Brougham, the 
Tilbury, the Stanhope, and many more. Carriage builders will 
benefit from reading the sections on the problems the 19th 
century builders overcame to produce the vehicles we admire so 
much today.
